GOVERNOK ORKAN, WIDELY HERALDED AND 
HEAYILY BACKED, SUCCUMBS TO FOXHALL. 



Commissions From Many Points Sent to Hot Sprines 
— Tom Mankins Is Disqualified and Jockey 
Wilson Is Suspended. 



Hot Springs, Ark., March Zi . — The defeat of 
(:<>v»“rm>r Oruitiii in the fourth race at Oaklawii today 
was lucrative to tlie Itookmakers. For a fortnight 
liiere had Iteeu siilHlued wiiisperiiig as to the prowess 
of this horse until nearly every frequenter of tlie 
• rack had liecome thoroughly saturated with talk 
*>f tlie good thing, aud dally expected the appear- 
ance of tlie horse's name on tlie hoards. Tlie feel- 
ing that he was “oil lii the can,” was not c'onfiiied 
to Hot Springs, for commissions from I.iexiugt(m, 
Chicago, laHiisville, Memphis and St. I^aiuis were 
sent liere early during the day and when liettiug 
was posted by tlie eleven liooks with 8 to 5 opposite 
tiovernor Orman's name, there was a concerted rush 
for tlie various blockmen. Little, If any, money 
was accepted at this figure, but at a point lower 
there was an immense amount wagered. His back- 
ing did nut diminish materially until poet time when 
evens was the prevailing figure. Had Governor 
Orman been as good as supposeil there would have 
lH*eu many depleted tiank roils among tlie laiok- 
makers, for lie broke nearly five lengths before the 
Olliers, and l>eing fully in motion, established a 
lead in tlie first quarter that apparently would not 
be overc-oine. His backers at this stage shouted with 
deliglit, but their glee diminished as the race pro- 
gresseil, and changed to chagrin when Foxhall headed 
liim a sixteenth out. Foxhall won handily, much to 
tile elation of a select few Califoriiians, who were 
tliorouglily familiar with the Walker horse's capa- 
idiitles. 

In the oia-ning race Master Prim finished first, 
lint was disqualified for fouling and jockey L. Wil- 
son was sus|iended for the remainder of tills meet- 
ing and depriviHl from ail privileges of the track. 
■|jie ten starters ran nearly in a compact bunch and 
nearing the end Wilson liegan driving hard forcing 
Ills mount over against those near the inner rail, witli 
(lie result that there was a general inixup. Uadtke 
was forceil lo take back Water Mirror to avoid going 
over tlie fence. Joi-key itasqueal. wlio rode In- 
vasiuii, had one of his legs badly bruised liy having 
his mount crowdeil iiilu tlie fence. 

Wing Ting was the only successful favorite of the 
day .

By an iiiiiairtant change in the rules of racing 
of the French Jockey Club, horses bred in England 
or any other country aud foaled In France liecome 
entitled to all the rights possessed by horses actually 
lired as well as foaled in that country. Formerly 
many of tlie most valuable prizes of tlie French 
turf were conflneil to horses breil In France. They 
hud, moreover, to stay in that country until June 1 
of tlieir second year to tiecome entitled to those 
rights.

THIS IS THE ADVICE OF THE NEW YORK SUN 
TO REFORMERS. 



Says It Is to the Interest of the People at Large 
That the Anti-Racing Bill Be De- ^ 
feated. 



New York, .March 22. — Hcforuiers who are seek- 
ing supiMirt to tile C'assidy-Iauislng Anti-Huc'ing Bill, 
now in tlie hands of the codes eommittee of the 
legislature at .\lbaiiy, have sueceeileil. unexpectedly, 
of course, in arousing tlie press of tliis city and 
state against tiie meiisure. lii the face of the pres- 
ent opiiosition It is not ex|ieeteil that Hie hill will 
liecome a law. The New Y'ork Sun Is advising Hie 
reformers l^o let well cuongli alone. In its ls.sue of 
yesterday apiieared Uie following editorial: 

“Sliall racing lie aliolislied or utterly suppressed 
In Hie State of New Y'lvrk?” is Hie practical ques- 
tion now before the Legislature of this state, where 
the so-calleil Cassldy-Lansing Anti-Racing BUI is 
urged for passage. This bill is actively supiKirted 
by the Rev. Wilbur F. Crafts and some other 
clergymen, by c-ertalu poolroom interests aud by 
.Vuthony Comstock. 

It would seem to be the view of Mr. Comstock 
and his assistants that iiersoual llhert.v, freedom 
of action and volition of the average citizen should 
lie suppressed; that Hie public should listen to 
sermons and to the laudation of Anthony Comstock 
In the daytime, and be spanked and put to lied at 
curfew, and that amusements cherished by the 
public should be interdicted or at least made felon- 
ious and criminal. 

Certain elergymeu were Induced Iiy Comstock on 
Monday to pass resolntioiis in favor of the proposed 
new legislatiun, in which they denounce the existing 
laws as “shameless outrages of the Constitution.” 
Such talk is uulruthful ami silly. The racing laws, 
as they exist today, are constitutional and liave been 
held to be constitutional liy the Court of Appeals 
after full and careful consideration, and these rac- 
ing laws liave receivcil the geimral approval of the 
IH'tqile of tills state for the last eleven years. In 
1!M)5 the state of New Y'ork received fiisu Hie 
racing ussiwiatiiHis more than $ l!t5,IMltt. 

'Tlie presmit Constltnlioii of this state, whicli took 
cffei't on the flrst day of January, 1895, in Secthm 
9 of .\rtlcnl I., declares; "Nor shall any lottery 
or Hie sale of lottery tickets, pool.selliug, liook- 
iiiaklng or any otlier kind of gumliliiig hereafter 
lie untliorized or allowed within this stale, ami the 
Legislature shall pass aiquopriale laws lo prevent 
olTenses against any of the provisions of Hi is 
seclhsi.” 

In the Constitutional Coiiveiitioii of LS!t4, wliich 
framed the new CoiistlluHoii, when the subject 
matter of this section was under consideration. It 
was moved to amend this provision by in.serting a 
clause to prevent horse racing, aud that motion was 
defealeil by the convention. 

As suliseqnentl,v pointed out liy .Mr. Justice Ingra- 
ham: “It is proiier to consider this action of 

,tlie convention in determining wliat eimstruction 
they intended to give these words, ‘other kinds of 
gambling.’ ” 

Tlie makers of tlie organie law liy this provision 
conferred iqHin Hie iicgislature the sole judgment 
of what laws were or should lie approiiriate to 
prevent offenses in the nature of ganihling. 

Fresh upon th« adoption of this Constitution in 
May, 189.5, the people of this sUite, In Hie Iicgisln- 
ture, and with the purpose of complying with the 
eoiistitutiimal provision, passed four statutes re- 
lating to Hie subject of racing, which are known 
as Cliapters 570, 571, 572 and 57.5 of Hie Laws of 
1895. Chapter 570 is entitled: “An act for the 

iiicoriKiratlon of assiM-latiuus fis" Hie iuiiiroveineiit of 
Hie lireed of horses and to regulate the same; and 
to esiahlisli a Stale Hiieiug C-ommlssion.” It em- 
INiwered Hie Governor to apiKiint three persons to 
Is“ memls'rs of a State Racing ConimisshHi, who 
should liold ottice for tlic term of live years, and 
no two of whom should he uiemliers of the same 
racing assoclatiuii, ami it placed all race meetings 
for riiniiiiig races under the eonirol of the State 
Racing Cuiiimissioii, which was uiilhorizcd to grant 
luxMiscs, and it further iiiuile all riiiiiiiug races 
snliject lo Hie rules and regulations of the Jockey 
dull. 

ill Section 17 it provided Hiat any persou who 
U|Miii any rai-e course shall make or record uuy bet 
or wager shall forfeit the value of any money or 
proiM'ily so wagered to lie recovered in a civil 
actiiMi, and provitUsl further that “this [leualty 
is exclusive of all other [leiiulties prescribed iiy 
law.” Chuiiter 571 amended Secliou 545 of the 
Fenal t ode, wliicli makes it a misdeiiieuuor to keep 
a guiiibling and liettiug estuhlishiiieiit, and Cliapter 
•572 ainemicd Smtioii ;ril of Hie IViial t'oiie, In 
refereii«.-e to laiol.selHug or Isaikmakiiig. 

The practical effect of this legislatlou was to 
liermit liettiug iqioii a race course suliject to the 
forfeiture of Hie value of the money wagered. 

This vital Section 17 of the main racing law. 
Chapter 570. subsequentLv came before the courts 
for construction in litigations inspired ami furthered 
by I'eter DeLacy, of iioolroom notoriety. 

The Appellate Division of this Department, In 
a unanimous opinion rendered liy Mr. Justice Rumsey 
and coucurred in by I'residiiig Justice Van Brunt 
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('has. T. Dealing, 2."C Fourth Avenue.
